meaning that it once did. Many years 
ago it meant a day that was set aside 
to remember our forefathers and re­ 
count the many debts that we owe 
them for our freedom. 
It w a s a day that everyone, 
both young and old, felt pride and 
not shame when our flag was flown. 
It was the day of the patriotic speech­ 
es and in our simple naive way we 
believed them—we believed that our 
country was great, that it was worth 
fighting for, and that while we were 
not a perfect nation, we at least were 
headed in the right direction. 
But there is a well founded fear 
that in many parts of the country 
there will be violence between those 
who believe in America and those 
who seem to want to tear everything 
down. 
This is supposed to be the day 
that th e "G re at Silent Majority" 
makes itself heard across this great 
land and we hope that it is, but at the 
same time we would like to pass a- 
long the following thoughts about this 
"Silent Majority" we hear so much 
about. 
T he following editorial a p ­ 
peared in the Seminole Sentinel and 
was written by the editor, Burl Mc­ 
Clellan. 
Good "Ole George" has a new 
name. You remember George. 
He 
is the guy everyone gave all the un­ 
pleasant tasks a few years ago. Ev­ 
eryone just let George do it. Today, 
"ole George" has been given a real 
"Now" name. He is now that great 
political force that is supposed to 
take care of all our national pro­ 
blems. He is the "Silent Majority." 
Just as George never accom­ 
plished much, one should not expect 
too much from the "Silent Majority. " 
George w a s a faceless, form less 
figure that no one could locate when 
it was time to question him about his 
lack of accomplishment. The "Silent 
Majority" may be just as hard to find 
when a major crisis faces the coun­ 
try. 
Every n a t i o n has a "Silent 
Majority. " Russia had one when a 
handful communists rioted in about 
three major cities and took over the 
country. Germany had a "Silent Ma­ 
jor ity," but it let a Naz i party murder 
six million Jews and commit unnum­ 
bered crim es against h u m a n i t y . 
There was a "Silent Majority” in the 
colonies when a minority fought a 
war of rebellion and won our freedom 
for England. 
The danger in this "Silent Ma­ 
jority" is that one does not know if 
it is silent because it is listening 
and thinking, or if it is silent because 
it is not concerned, or is not inform­ 
ed. A silent, thinking majority will 
act, but the unconcerned, uninform­ 
ed will be led or pushedby those who 
can appeal to their basic emotions, 
or bully them with force. 
No one expects the business­ 
man to go out rioting, or the house­ 
wife to take her broom to a parade 
of protestors. However, the farmer, 
businessman and housewife can take 
part in their local political parties, 
they can write their congressmen, 
senator or The President and le t 
their feelings be known. Do not think 
that any officeholder ignores letters 
from home. Just as your one vote is 
tabulated to elector defeat a candi­ 
date, your letter and thoughts are 
tabulated and help the lawmakers 
make decisions. 
The vocal minority is spending 
large sums of money trying to im­ 
press the lawmakers. Are not your 
opinions and wishes worth a piece of 
paper, an envelope and a six cent 
stamp? The total cost could not be 
more than a dime. 
George never accomplished a 
thing and it is doubtful that a whole 
collection of Georges in the "Silent 
Majority" will do more. Become a 
part of the active majority and make 
sure this nation survives. BGM

F O U T Y Y E A R S A G O 
(July 3, 1925) 


The "American C reed" w a s 
w ritten by W illiam Tyler Page and 
accepted by the United States House 
of R epresentatives on behalf of the 
A m erican people, April 13, 1918, 
is as follows: 
"I believe in the United States 
of A m erica as a government of the 
people, by the people, for the people, 
whose just powers are derived from 
the consent of the governed; a de­ 
m ocracy in a republic; a sovereign 
nation of many sovereign states; a 
perfect union; one and inseparable 
established upon the principles of 
freedom, equality, justice and hu­ 
manity for which American patriots 
sacrificed their lives and fortunes. 
I, therefore, believe it is my 
duty to my country to love it, sup- 
>ort i t s constitution, to obey i t s 
laws to respect the flag and defend 
it against all enemies. " 
During the ceremony of hoist­ 
ing or lowering the flag or when the 
flag is passing in a parade or in a 
review, all persons present should 
face the flag, stand at attention and 
salute. 
Those present in uniform 
should render the right-hand salute. 
When not in uniform, men should 
rem ove the headdress with the right 
cand and hold it at the left shoulder. 
Women should salute by placing the 
right hand over the heart. The s a ­ 
lute to the flag in the moving column 
is rendered at the moment the flag 
passes. 
When the national anthem is 
p l a y e d those present in uniform 
should salute at the first note of the 
anthem, retaining this position until 
the last note of the anthem. When 
not in uniform, men should remove 
the headdress and hold it as in the 
salute to th e flag. Women should 
render the salute as to the flag. When 
there is no flag displayed, all face 
toward the music.

(June 30, 1950) 


East minute details relative to 
the commencement of city mail de­ 
livery in Hamlin were ironed out in 
session between P ostm aster P erry 
Sparks and Inspector Powell of the 
postoffice departm ent. 
Principal portion of Friday, 
June 23, was devoted to this work by 
tile men here. 
Boundaries arrived at through 
this conference will include that area 
north to the Katy Depot and south to 
the Victoria Courts to be divided into 
two routes for c a rrie rs . Limits to 
the west will be defined by the ball 
park and three streets east of Cen­ 
tra! Avenue will be served in the 
southern zone. 'Two streets east of 
i 'mitral Avenue will have c a rrie r de­ 
li-,cry in the north section. 
Possible conflict in ad d ress­ 
ing o! mail to boxholders led to the 
decision that mail would be handled 
in accordance to the manner in which 
ii was addressed. 
No mail delivery service will 
be rendered on Sundays or holidays. 
Start of the city mail delivery will 
automatically suspend what is known 


as the d ro p-letter rate on local post­ 
age. F irst class mail will hereafter 
be handled for a th re e -cent rate only. 
Postm aster Sparks informed 
a Herald representative that flexible 
practices wi ll be followed at the out­ 
set of service to Hamlin. Where a 
resident is well known to the c a rrie r 
or clerical force to the postoffice, 
mail will be delivered to a known 
address whether thus addressed or 
not. Particular em phasis was placed 
on the necessity of proper numbering 
of the houses of Hamlin. A plat of 
the city and a supply of house num­ 
bers have been furnished toIVTrs. E. 
M. Wilson at the Chamber of Com­ 
m erce and the numbers may be ob­ 
tained there.

impaired by their own failure to 
heed the warning that darkness 
gives. 
True, there may be extenuat­ 
ing circumstances 
In one case. 
a shopper was held not negligent 
for having ventured into a dark 


storeroom , after a clerk had as­ 
sured her it was all right to go 
there. 
In another case a member o f 
a lodge, com ing to the locker 
room, found it in darkness. He 
stepped inside to reach for the 
light switch. Rut as he did so. he 
stumbled over a bench that som e 
one had left in the aisle. 
Again, a court found the man 
not negligent, since he had done 
the natural thing under the cir­ 
cum stances. 
The court 
pointed 
out th.it he had no reason to ex 
ped an obstacle where, in his 
past experience, there had always 
been an open space 
H owever, even if you are justi­ 
fied in stepping into a dark place, 
you should still use reasonable 
ingenuity to cut your risk to a 
minimum 
For example, it may 
bo negligent in the eyes o f the 
law for you to fail to use m atches 
if you happen to have them in 
your pocket. 
One man who fell down an 
elevator shaft in a dark w are­ 
house w as held negligent because 
he had forgotten to use the cigar­ 
ette lighter he was carrying. The 
court com m ented: 
“The parental precept, ‘lo o k 
w hote you are going,’ is a sound 
statement of conduct which has 
becom e crystallized into a nile 
of law'.”

AUSTIN — Colonel Wilson 
E.Speir, director of the Tex­ 
as Department of Public Safe­ 
ty, today cautioned motorists 
that traffic accidents durihg 
the Independence Day period 
from 6 pm.
